The Puget Sound Timber Trade. 


It has been generally understood that 
a considerable lumber trade has grown 
up within the last few years on our 
Pacific coast, but few have been aware, 
except those immediately interested, 
how extensive and far-reaching that 
commerce has become. The Puget 


- Sound basin in Washington Territory is 


mostly covered by dense forests of fir or 
“Oregon pine,” invaluable for ship- 
building and other uses. Much of it 
can be cut on tide-waters, and the rivers 
emptying into Puget Sound afford num- 
berless water-powers for saw-mills. It is 
estimated that Western Washington has 
15,500 square miles of heavily timbered 
lands, which will« yield an average of 
80,000 fect of merchantable lumber to 
the acre. It seems likely that this vast. 
timber preserve is now to be drawn upon 
to supply the markets of the world. 
From official returns, it. appears that 
the shipments of fir from the Puget 


of 136,692,512 feet. For the six months 
ending July Ist, 1882, these shipments 
were 118,856,561 feet, or at the rate of 
237,713,122 feet. for this year. . This 
shows an increase which will consider- 
ably more than double the trade in four 
years. It is well understood that the 
business has been much curtailed by the 
scarcity of tonnage and high freights. 
As ship-owners are learning that they 
ean find regular and desirable employ- 
ment for vessels at Puget Sound ports, 
it is expected this difficulty will soon 
disappear. The Sound is a great land- 
locked harbor, having a shore line of 
2000 miles, ramified by bays, channels, 
and inlets in every direction, and safe as 
a mill-pond in every part. The water is 
very deep and the shore bold, so that 
ships make fast alongside the mills, and 
timber is often run from the saw into 
the hold. 

The Custom House records show that 
during the six months above refegred to, 
vessels have been loaded for almost 
every accessible part of the civilized 
world. Callao, Tahiti, London, Mexico, 
Australia, Russia, New York, China, 
Valparaiso, Honolulu, Panama, Calcut- 
ta, and Victoria, béing among the names 
found in the columns denoting destina- 
tion of cargo. The home consumption 
is also large, and is rapidly increasing. 
Kalama, Olaqua, and many other new 
towns are springing up, and Seattle, 
Olympia, Portland and the older cities 
are enlarging their boundaries. The 
building of the railroad from Kalama on 
the Columbia to Puget Sound, has given 
a@ new impetus to the development of 
this whole region. This road is the 
north and south section of the Northern, 
Pacific Railroad, and will connect the 
two Pacific coast terminal points of the 


‘main line. The Northern, Pacific Land 


Grant in Washington and Oregon in- 
cludes several million acres of these fir 
forests, and the opening of the country 
as the-road advances must still further 
increase the growing timber trade of 
Washington. 


' Fireless Engine for Railway Cars. 


Dr. Emillie Lanno, of New Orleans, has solved 
one of the problems of the day—the discovery 
of a safe. motive power fos street railway cars 
other than horses or mules. Dr. Lanno has in 
vented a steam-engine for this purpose, whieh has 
been tested on one'of the roads of the Crescent 
City and found to work most successfully, saving 
88 per cent of the cost of running cars by mule 
power. No fire is used. The new invention is 
described as follows: “The driving engine is of 
more than ordinary character. It has a reservoir 
large enough to contain 300 gallons of water 
with steam room above it. Theoiler is of steel, 
and is well covered with non-conducting material 
to prevent the radiation of the heat. The motive 
power of this engine is obtained by means of the 
compression of steam in water, the steam being 
conducted from a stationary boiler at the end of 
the track, which dispenses with the fireing up 
process while under way. The steam with which 
the boiler is charged is sufficient (according to the 
capacity of the boiler) to perform atrip of from 
ten to fifteen miles. At the time of charging, the 
temperaturein the boiler it is about 380 degrees 
Fahrenheitythe pressure of steam being about 
170 pounds to the square inch. There is not the 
least danger of explosion in using this apparatus, 
as the pressure in the reservoir can never rise 
above the point reached at the time of charging, 
and it is necessarily constantly diminishing as the 
power is expanding. So simple is its construc- 
tion there, is less skill required in handling this 
locomotive than a horse or a mule, 

New Raffroap Enterprise, — The proposed 
continuation of tne Doylestown branch of the 
North Pennsylvania Railroad to the river Dela- 
ware has led to surveys of routes, and several 
engineers are now at work making the required 
surveys. The proposed route passes through 
Centreville, with the ultimate end in view, it is 
said, of a connection between the extended line 
and the new Hatborough Railroad. The latter 
road was built by the residents of the districts it 
traverses, and runs from Edge Hill, on the North 
Pennsylvania Railroad, to the Bucks county line. 
It crosses the Philadelphia and Doylestown turn- 
pike, at Willow Grove, and follows a- nearly di- 
rect line throughout—a distance of 7 3-10 miles. 
The cost of the road thus far, is about $30,009 
per mile; the stock subscriptions, paid ‘up, 
amount to about $85,000. Bonds were sold to- 
the amount of about $15,000, and the remainder 
were pledged as security for a temporary loan, 
witlr the proceeds of which the rails have been 
purchased and laid down. A turn-table will be 
built at the present terminus in Bucks County ; 
but it is expected that ultimately the road will 
be extended into the Buckingham Valley, where 
connection can be readily made with the line 
previously mentioned as being under survey be- 
tween Doylestown and the Delaware. The Hat- 
borough Railroad will be transferred to the 
North Pennsylvania Railroad, and the latter com- 
pany is now ready to operate the new road run- 
ning trains through from Philadelphia to the 
terminus. The district which the road opens to 
trayel is extended and wealthy, and has hitherto 
been without railroad faeilities. 


Narrow GavGe Meetine 1n Srock- 
Tton.—The annexed is from the Stockton Jnde- 
pendent of the 11th instant: In accordance with 
notice previously given, a meeting of citizens of 
Steckton was held at National Hall, Saturday 
evening to take into consideration the narrow 
gauge railroad project. Dr. C. Grattan called 
the meeting to order, and on motion, Mayor Hook 
was elected Chairman, The Chairman briefly 
stated the object of thewmeeting, and introduced 
A. W. Roysden, the speaker of the evening. The 
latter gentleman made an elaborate argument in 
favor of the railroad enterprise, and gave Stock. 
tonians some wholesome advice about the duties 
they owe to themselves and their city. He stated 
he had been traveling through the counties south 
of San Joaquin, and that the people were greatly 
desirous of a road connecting them with the wa- 
ter front of Stockton, The people of Visalia, he 
said, gave assurances that they would subscribe 
“dollar for dollar” with Stockton. Her leading 
business men were thoroughly alive to the ques- 
tion, and only asked that Stockton would show 
that she was in earnest. At the *conclusion of 
Mr. Roysden’s address, the Chairman and Dr. 
Grattan indulged in brief remarks, calling on the 
people to subscribe to the capital stock of the 
Stockton and Visalia Narrow Gauge Railroad. 
The audience responded to the call and subscrib- 
ed om the spot $5,000. Nearly an equal amount 
was subscribed during the day before the meet- 
ing convened. The total amount thus far sub- 
scribed in the city is about $40,000. Those 
who subscribed to the stock of the company last 
Saturday, were principally mechanics and labor- 


ing men.

When it was being enlarged, its previous capacity— 
though comparatively great—proving to be quite in- 
sufficient for supplying the demands of the musical 
public, which kept its order books several hundred 
organs beyond its production. 


Mr. Burdett rescued from the burning factory all 
his organ designs and models, together with a num- 
ber of finished instruments; and, having a large sup- 
ply of seasoned materials safely stored without the 
city, immediately hired several manufacturing tene- 
ments in which these workmen have been since em- 
ployed who, through years of practice, under his 
personal supervision, have attained a special profici-
